FOR the purpose of amending the Maryland Consolidated Capital Bond Loan of 2010 5 

to reduce the amount of a matching fund the Prince George’s County Board of 6 

Education must provide for a certain grant; extending the deadline for the 7 

grantee to present evidence that a matching fund will be provided; requiring 8 

that the proceeds of the loan be expended or encumbered by a certain date; and 9 

generally relating to amending the Maryland Consolidated Capital Bond Loan 10 

of 2010.

 (3) ZA02  LOCAL SENATE INITIATIVES 23

(BE) Forestville Military Academy Track. Provide a grant of 

$180,000, to the Prince George’s County Board of Education 

for the planning, design, construction, repair, renovation, and 

reconstruction of the Forestville Military Academy Track, 
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located in Forestville, subject to a requirement that the 

grantee provide and expend a matching fund of [$90,000] 

$45,000. Notwithstanding Section 1(5) of this Act, the 

matching fund may consist of real property, in kind 

contributions, or funds expended prior to the effective date of 

this Act. Notwithstanding Section 1(5) of this Act, the grantee 

has until June 1, [2012] 2013, to present evidence that a 

matching fund will be provided. Notwithstanding Section 1(7) 

of this Act, the proceeds of the loan must be expended or 

encumbered by the Board of Public Works for the purposes 

provided in this Act no later than June 1, [2012] 2013 (Prince 

George’s County)  .........................................................................
